Feverish Efforts Of The Na-

Aircraft Art Not Placed Un-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — Secretary 


Hughes read out before the Arms Con- 
ference the terms of the naval treaty 
under which thc five dominant naval 
powers of the earth are to abandon 
at once some 1,800,000 tons of big war- 
ships, and are to spend no more money 
on such ships for ten >ears, he em- 
phasized 
the 
enormous 
sums 
of 


money that would be saved by this 
reform of national habits. He assert- 
ed that this treaty would put an end 
to the/rate of naval armaments, and 
would begin the era of world peace. 


Back of him. in the American ad- 


visory committee, and to right and 
left of him, in the foreign expert ad- 
visers' groups, were men 
who had 


spent many days and nights in figur- 
ing the cost to the several 
govern- 


ments of any alternative course. They 
had convinced themselves and the offi- 
cial spokesman of their countries that 
the one alternative to disarmament 
was world-wide bankruptcy. For it 
was inconceivable that any one of the 
big powers would permit itself to. fall 
out of the race until' it had dragged 
down others with it to ruin. France 
and Japan had given sufficient demon- 
stration of that spirit in the past ten 
weeks of secret 
negotiation. 
The 


naval treaty was a public confession 
that all five must sink or swim to- 
gether, and as they agreed 
to swjm j 


they would strip off all unnecessary 
weight of guns. They retained only a 
"reasonable" weight of firearms 
to 


remind other swimmers that the Five 
still dictated the political fate of the 
world outside of Russia. 


Cr The senate of the United States will 
* ratify the naval treaty. It will ratify 


even more readily the agreement that 
poison gas shall be banned from war- 
fare, and that submarines shall not 
sink merchant ships until the crews 
and passengers of such ships 
shall 


have been 
removed to a 
place of 


safety. There is apparently nothing in 
either treaty to which the senate can 
seriously object. Probably a treaty of 
actual disarmament of the naval pow- 
ers—one cutting the navies down to a 
mere coast guard—would have 
been 


fought much more desperately in the 
senate than this five-power pact will 
be. The naval officers' social lobby in

It-is a source of satisfaction and pride to all good Ameri- 
cans that not only one but three investigations have been started 
and are now in full cry after 1he cause or causes of the catas- 
trophe. In due season we shall have reports which will make 
it clear that if there had been one good investigation before- 
hand there would be no need for three aftenvard. 


The world is bound to applaud the zeal with which inves- 


tigations have been initiated. 
Official Washington bows low in 


acknowledgment of the applause and admits that it is deserved. 
The rest of the country, addicted like Washington to belated in- 
vestigations, shares in the satisfaction which applause begets. 
The fact is that not only Washingtonians but Americans at large 
are the greatest investigators in the world—after it happens. 
It is next to impossible for anything to happen in this country 
without somebody finding out how it happened. 
It is a matter 


_of pride with us to let no guilty disaster escape without placing 
the guilt. 


This is a good course, but it is not the best. The best time 


to investigate a disaster is before it happens. If this were done 
and done well there would be fewer disasters. And fewer post- 
mortems. If the roof of the Washington theater had been 
properly investigated before it was approved and people per- 
mitted to assemble under it, to be crushed to death, the three 
investigations now in progress would have been spared. And 
(he dead would be alive and the maimed would be whole and 
they that mourn would have no need of comforting. 
But in- 


vestigating beforehand is not the American way. It simply isn't 
clone.

A Step Toward Industrial Peace 
T 


O the Executive Committee of the New Jersey State Cham- 


ber of Commerce belongs the credit of being the first of any 


representative body of employers to take an enlightened scien- 
tific attitude on the question of labor organization. Its report 
just adopted is described in special correspondence in the city 
dailies and is an historic step in the progress of industrial rela- 
tions in America. 


In condemning antiunion coercion the report recognix.es a 


just reason for the existence of labor unions. This position 
stands out in compelling' contrast to the "American plan open 
shop" campaign which it designates as coming under the ban 
of its disapproval. 
That movement may- be cited as typical of 


the old, reactionary attitude and of what the attitude indorsed 
by the New Jersey Chamber is not. It carries an insult in its 
very name, to wit, the assumption that unionism in its ultimate 
logic is un-American. 


The value of the New Jersey report consists in the fact tlr.it 


it is the result of a study undertaken with prejudices suppressed 
and with a judgment based on the highest intelligence as its 
aim. 
Unique among the investigations of employer organiza- 


tions it recognizes the tendency of employers to take advantage 
of unorganized workers. It recognizes that aggressions on one 
side invite aggressions on the other, with tho result, that, unless 
concessions are made or a new attitude adopted, the relation of 
employer and worker becomes intolerable. 


It requires but a recognition of these negative facts to roach 


certain positive and constructive conclusions, namely, that fair 
treatment on either side of the industrial dispute is justified by 
the fair treatment it inspires on the other side. Employers who 
are considerate of their workers reap returns in efficiency and 
loyalty. Unions which are unreasonable and arbitrary in their 
demands and in their attitude are not upheld by general opin- 
ion and, in the end, are bound to encounter hardship 
ami 
trouble. 


Intelligence demands that employers in America leave bo- 


hind the hysterical attitude of fear and the hypocritical atti- 
tude of paternalistic schemes with the design of defeating 
unionism. It is gratifying to note that a step in the right direc- 
tion has been taken by the Now Jersey Chamber of Commerce. 
It remains now for this recognition of principle to be followed 
by a successful demonstration in practice.
